FOR IRELAND

Ixmdon, March 31.—The house of 
commons after a lengthy debate on the 
question of home rule for Ireland, 
adopted by a vote of 313 to 157 a res 
olutlon moved by John E Redmond, 
the Nationalist leader, that "in the 
Opinion of this house a solution of this 
problem can only be attained by giv­ 
ing the Irish people legislative and 
executive control of all purely Irish 
affairs," after the resolution had been 
amende«! by adding the words "all sub­ 
ject to the supreme authority of the 
Imperial parliament." 
It was known beforehand that the 
debate couhl have but an acrademtc I 
Interest, because the government had 
already pledged that there would be 
no deal in the m atter of home rule 
until it had been given a mamiate at 
the general election.

by 
the 
strong 
declaration 
of 
Uhancellor 
Asquith, 
which was all the weighter because 
it was made at the moment Mr. As­ 
quith is actually assuming the pre­ 
miership. 
Mr. Balfour. In a brief speech, ac­ 
cused his opj>onents of speaking with 
two meanings, a Radical meaning ami 
a National meaning. 
He asked how 
it was possible to carry out great Irish 
reforms with British money, except 
by a British parliament and ironically 
challenged Mr. Asquith to clear up 
this ambiguity. 
Amid

laughter. 
Mr. Asquith arose and safil that never 
In his life had he felt less embar­ 
rassed. 
For over twrenty years he and 
his colleagues had steadily and con­ 
sistently 
advocated

strongly as ever.

torate. 
It would be a gross and Inex­ 
cusable violation of their promises to 
do so in the lifetime of the present 
parliament. 
So far as the present

they had exhausted their powers in re­ 
gard to the problem of Irish govern­ 
ment in the Irish councils bill last 
year.

The sweeping of the great shafts of 
light from the searchlights; the burst­ 
ing Hashes of fire from tlie gun muz 
zles; the spark strewn pathways of the 
soaring and flaming shells; the rio- 
coohets 
that 
resemble 
giant 
sky­ 
rockets an«l the tremendous eehoes of 
blowing sounds that come across the 
waters an«l over the silent, fog-en 
shromled hills, combine to present a 
scene that thrills long after the firing 
has cease«l.

Every porthole is a white 
light, stamling out in the Inky dark­ 
ness. 
Other lights hang here anti 
there on the lifted gangways anti other 
necessary locations. 
The ensemble Is 
of Irregular outline, bearing no r e ­ 
semblance to the lines of a battleship 
The big 
reflectors,

downward, Illuminate like day the 
breeches of the guns.

London, March 31.—The house of 
commons after a lengthy debate on the 
question of home rule for Ireland, 
adopted by a vote of 313 to 157 a res­ 
olution moved by John E. Redmond, 
the Nationalist leader, that “in the 
opinion of this house a solution of this 
problem can only be attained by giv­ 
ing the Irish people legislative and 
executive control of all purely Irish 
affairs,” after the resolution had been 
amended by adding the words “all sub­ 
ject to the supreme authority of the 
imperial parliament.” 
It was known beforehand that the 
debate could have but an accademlc 
interest, because the government had 
already pledged that there would be 
no deal in the m atter of home rule 
until it had been given a mandate at 
the general election.

of 
Chancellor 
Asquith, 
which was all the weighter because 
it was made at the moment Mr. As­ 
quith is actually assuming the pre­ 
miership. 
Mf. Balfour, in a brief speech, ac­ 
cused his opponents of speaking with 
two meanings, a Radical meaning and 
a National meaning.

NIGHT FIRING BY WARSHIPS 


Preaente 
a 
Brilliant 
and 
Unlqua 
Spectacle. 
Magdalena 
Bay,

31.—The 
night firing by the battleships of the 
Atlantic fleet is a brilliant and unique 
spectacle. 
It is of a vastly different 
variety from the ceaseless, unvarying 
shooting at the white canvass targets 
by daylight. 
It is the perfection of 
pyrotechnics. 
The sweeping of the great shafts of 
light from the searchlights; the burst­ 
ing flashes of fire from the gun muz 
zles; the spark-strewn pathways of the 
soaring and flaming shells; the ric- 
cochets 
that 
resemble 
giant 
sky­ 
rockets and the tremendous echoes of 
blowing sounds that come across the 
waters and over the silent, fog-en­ 
shrouded hills, combine to present a 
scene that thrills long after the firing 
has ceased. 
It is the work of repell­ 
ing attacks of an imaginary torpedo 
thrust. Black targets with white bulls 
eyes are the objects at which the 
ships are directing their fire. 
Two or 
three ships may be seen firing at a 
time. 
Big 
searchlights 
of 
intense 
brilliancy and power of penetration 
high up in the fighting tops of the 
mainmast and foremast, turn upon the 
targets long before the ship comes up 
on the firing radius. 
The lights of the ships are all blaz­ 
ing out. 
Every porthole is a white 
light, standing out in the inky dark­ 
ness. 
Other lights hang here and 
there on the lifted gangways and other 
necessary locations. 
The ensemble is 
of irregular outline, bearing no re­ 
semblance to the lines of a battleship. 
The big reflectors, turned sharply 
downward, illuminate like day the 
breeches of the guns. The gun crews 
work in perfect light, as though the 
tun were shining.

This gun, which is fired by some 
m ysterious power which the inventor 
declines to divulge, but which he says

heated and with absolutely no dangei 
of bursting. 
A fter a two hour visit from Colonel 
Blrnie and Major Dickson of the army 
ordnance board, recently, at which the 
m erits of the Bangerter gun were fully 
discussed, the txvo officers requested 
the inventor to build one of his guns 
for a tryout at Sandy Hook.

getter recently confirmed the news at 
his home in Brooklyn. 
The new gun. 
he said, will De of such a character 
that for the preservation of life and 
property it can only be tested on the 
target range at the Hook. 
4‘I am arranging now,” said he, “to 
build a gun that will send a half inch 
ball a distance specified by Colonel 
Blrnie and with sufficient velocity to 
kill or dangerously wound a man. The 
new gun will be made of steel and the 
parts will he perfect, so that the gun 
can be worked to the highest speed re 
quired to fulfill the maximum demands. 
The gun I have at present is made of 
brass in all its parts, and soync of the 
parts are worn, so severe have been 
the tests to which they have been sub 
jeeted. 
“ Brass is a much softer metal than 
steel and will therefore not stand th. 
work that steel will. The bullets I use 
now are solid steel, and. being much 
lighter than lend, are not capable o:

Applications Have Been Received 
by S. F. Fullerton at Rate of 
50 Per Day 


DEMAND WILL EXCEED SUPPLY 


lf Hatcheries are Worked to the 
Limit There will Not he Fry 
to Fill all Requests 


A •cording' to all reports there is an 
unprecedented demand for fish fry. 
On J of the city papers quotes Hon S. 
F. Fullerton as saying that if the tis! 
hatcheries are all worked to their limit 
they could not supply the demand. The 
limit for pike fry is 300,00'),OOO. Ther< 
will be five crews set to work to gather 
pike spawn. 
The largest catch is ex­ 
pected at Tower. 
Thev have for many 
years attem pted to catch spawn there, 
but the operations of the lumber com­ 
panies have interferred and the catch 
has been very small. 
But the recent 
decision of the district court gives the 
fish commission free use of the river 
during the spawning season and they 
will try this year to make the best us< 
of their opportunity. 
Another crew 
will be sent to Fond du Lac, on the St. 
Louis river. 
This crew and th at at 
Tower will be under the personal con­ 
trol of Mr. Fullerton assisted by Mr. 
Green and another of the fisheries men. 
There will also be one crew on the Pine 
river and two on Gull lake. 
These last 
three will be under the direction of J. 
P. Saunders, of Brainerd. 
There will 
be three places on Gull lake at which 
the pike spawn will be taken, one crew 
working in two places, but all camping 
together. 
When asked as to when they 
would commence work Mr. Saunders 
remarked that gathering spawn was 
like gathering sap. 
No man could tell 
beforehand when work would commence 
or when it would end.

for failure to comply with the "com 
modify clause” of the railroad 
rate 
law pending a «iecision of the suprem e 
court. 
This decision has been arrived 
at, it is understood, after careful con 
sidération by the president, and he 
has accordingly directed the depart 
ment of justice to bring a H-st case 
as soon as possible after May 1, the 
day when becomes effective the law tor 
bidding any railroad *o transport any 
article or commodity other than tlm 
ber, manufactured, mined or produced 
by such road, or in which it is direct 
ly or indirectly interested 
Thus, any 
railroad that owns coal mines would 
be liable to prosecution should it car­ 
ry its own coal to market.

emony, and a year afterward I brought 
a bride of my own to visit the happy 
couple. 
However, you w ant to know 
w hat kind of a commander in chief he 
is going to make and how he cam e to 
get the appointment.

fleet Is in Fatter shape than it w as 
when It left Hampton Roads so Sper­ 
ry will be able to show to an inspec­ 
tion board when the ships anchor there 
again.

I doubt much 
lf he took his shipwreck any more se­ 
riously than a person would who step­ 
ped in a mud puddle. 
It w as all over 
as soon as his pajam as got dry.

experience instead of his first one. Ap­ 
pearances are often deceptive, and the 
m atter of fact air may come from ab­ 
solute vacuity of mind, but such an ae- 
! cusation can hardly be laid a t his door. 
His innate m athem atical talent sent 
him repeatedly to the Naval academy 
as an instructor in higher m athem atics. 
Only the best talent in the service 
would ever be picked for president of 
the Naval W ar college, and he served 
in thnt capacity for three years, relin­ 
quishing it to go as the naval member 
of the last H ague conference.

Sperry will Increase

doubt. H e knows the business of naval 
work of today. 
All through his life, 
come good or come ill, be has not only 
had the faculty, but, as show n in his 
work, he has exercised It to the full, 
of keeping up with the tim es and m ak­ 
ing use of experience in the most ef­ 
fective 
way and under all circum­ 
stances doing his work with the ease 
and steadiness of the trained athlete. 
“Of course there is the other factor 
in this extension of the cruise to the 
utterm ost ends of the earth th a t Ameri­ 
cans take to heart. 
We know th a t the 
ships and the men are all right. 
So­ 
cially also when it comes to showing 
the national character

It was closely 
w ritten in long hand and difficult to

when Senator Foraker was asked to

alleged 
“official 
record” 
printed, he made the request in the 
usual form and did not take the trou­ 
ble to read it.

Case to T est Commodity Clause of 
Rate Law Will Be Brought. 
W ashington, March 3 1 —T he gov­ 
ernm ent will not prosecute railroads j 
for failure to comply with the “com 
modify clause" of the railroad rate 
law pending a decision of the suprem e 
court. 
T his decision has been arrived 
at, it is understood, after careful con 
sideratlon by the president, and he 
has accordingly directed the depart 
m ent of justice to bring a test case 
as soon as possible after May I, the 
day when becomes effective the law for 
bidding any railroad to transport any 
article or commodity other than tim 
ber, m anufactured, mined or produced 
by such road, or in which it is direct 
iy or indirectly interested. 
Thus, any 
railroad that owns coal m ines would 
be liable to prosecution should it car­ 
ry its own coal to m arket. 
T he presi­ 
dent, it is stated, has no desire to In­ 
crease the em barrassm ent which sur­ 
rounds the railroads In their efforts 
to comply with the law. and as the 
question of the validity of the “com­ 
modity 
clause” 
has 
been 
seriously 
raised by com petent legal opinion, it 
was thought best for all Interests in 
volved that a prompt determ ination of 
th e question by the suprem e court 
should be sought. 
It is understood 
th a t th e railroads have given a ssu r­ 
ance to th e governm ent that lf the 
sourt decided against them they will 
Im m ediately and In good faith comply 
with the law.
